The  population  shown  at  the  middle  of  1926  is  the  estimate 
of  the  Registrar-General,  who  last  year  adopted  a new  method 
in  the  preparation  of  the  local  population  estimates.  The  new 
method  appears  to  give  a more  accurate  estimate  of  the  popu- 
lations of  the  public  health  districts  in  this  County  than  the 
method  formerly  in  use. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  birth-rate  and  the  various  mortality  rates  of  1926  are 
shown  in  Table  I.  of  the  Appendix,  together  with  the  mean  of  the 
rates  of  the  previous  five  years,  which  gives  a better  idea  of  the 
health  conditions  prevailing  in  small  communities  than  the  rates 
of  a single  year.  Table  I.  shows  that  the  County  of  Clackmannan, 
during  1926  had  a birth-rate  of  19.6  compared  with  20.9  for  Scot- 
land, and  a death-rate  of  12.8  compared  with  13.0  for  Scotland. 
The  infantile  death-rate  was  only  75  compared  with  83  for  Scot- 
land, and  the  death-rate  from  epidemic  disease  was  0.49  compared 
with  0.63.  The  death-rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  0.64 
for  the  County  compared  with  0.69  for  Scotland,  while  the  rate 
fiom  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  0.18  compared  with  0.30 
It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  all  the  principal  death-rates  for 
the  County  are  lower  than  the  corresponding  rates  for  Scotland 
On  the  other  hand,  our  birth-rate  is  lower  than  that  for  Scotland 
a fact  wfnch  is  considered  by  some  to  counterbalance  our  more 
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favourable  position  as  regards  the  death-rate.  The  birth-rate  for 
Scotland  is  the  lowest  recorded  since  the  war  period,  but  the  rate 
for  the  County  is  0.6  higher  than  it  was  last  year.  The  death-rate 
for  Scotland  is  the  second  lowest  yet  recorded  and  it  is  satisfac- 
tory to  note  that  our  local  rate  is  lower  than  it.  Attention  was 
drawn  in  last  year’s  report  to  the  increase  in  deaths  from  cancer 
and  the  large  number  of  deaths  from  heart  disease  and  that  this 
increase  was  common  to  the  whole  country.  Jbis  year,  the 
deaths  from  cancer  numbered  54  compared  with  47  last  year  in 
the  County,  but  the  total  of  6641  in  Scotland  was  32  less  than 
last  year.  The  number  of  deaths  from  heart  disease  in  the  County 
was  54  as  compared  with  60  last  year,  while  the  corresponding  fig- 
ures in  Scotland  were  7410  and  7374.  The  death-rates  from  tub- 
erculosis of  the  respiratory  system  and  from  all  forms  of  tubercul- 
osis in  Scotland  were  the  lowest  yet  recorded.  The  correspond- 
ing rates  in  the  County,  although  lower  than  in  Scotland,  were 
not  so  low  as  last  year. 


CONDITIONS  AFFECTING  THE  HEALTH  OF  THE 
COUNTY,  ENQUIRIES  MADE.  ADVICE  GIVEN,  ETC. 

A good  deal  might  be  written  about  the  effect  upon  the  health 
of  the  County  of  its  geographical  position,  of  its  height  above  sea- 
level,  its  distance  from  the  sea,  and  the  screen  of  hills  intercept- 
ing the  iodine  bearing  moisture  from  it,  of  its  subsoil  and  its 
ground  water.  The  high  rampart,  of  the  Oehil  Range  protects  it 
from  northerly  blasts  and  yields  its  various  water  supplies,  some 
rising  in  upland  moors  and  peatbogs  and  others  collected  over 
hard  volcanic  rock  imparting  little  mineral  matter  to  the  water. 
All  these  factors  which  may  appear  on  the  surface  to  be  onlv  of 
academic  interest  must  have  a bearing  0n  health,  and  the  prac- 
tical application  of  knowledge  concerning  them  to  the  problems  of 
Public  Health  wall  doubtless  become  increasinglv  important.  Our 
local  industries,  too,  must  modifv  the  health  of  the  people,  and  re- 
cent and  future  research  upon  industrial  diseases,  upon  conditions 
of  working,  upon  fatigue  and  the  capacity  of  individuals  for  differ- 
ent varieties  of  work  will  help  us  in  safeguarding  the  health  of  the 
public. 

The  only  matter  of  unusual  interest  in  the  conditions  affect- 
ing the  health  of  the  County  during  1926  was  the  occurrence  of 
the  coal  dispute.  That  brought  with  it.  poverty,  with  consequent 
lower  standards  of  feeding  and  clothing.  While  organised  relief 
m the  form  of  State-controlled  unemnlovment  benefit  together 
with  Parish  relief  and  assistance  from  education  Authorities  and 
Maternity  Service  and  Child  Welfare  Schemes,  prevented  Ihese 
standards  from  falling  low  enough  to  affect  the  death-rate,  it  did 


not  prevent  a deterioration  in  physical  fitness  from  being  notice- 
able in  many  instances. 

The  usual  enquiries  and  inspections  were  made  throughout  the 
County  during  the  year,  while  certificates  were  granted  and  advice 
was  given  on  different  branches  of  Public  Health  work  to  Local 
Authorities,  commercial  concerns  and  individuals. 

POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS. 

A few  complaints  regarding  pollution  of  the  River  Devon  were 
received.  Only  two  were  formally  made,  but  a few  verbal  and 
informal  complaints  were  voiced  at  different  meetings  in  a hap- 
hazard manner.  It  would  appear,  however,  that  some  were  made 
in  other  directions  with  the  result  that  the  Scottish  Board  of 
Health  sent  Mr  Hamilton,  one  of  their  Inspectors,  to  report  upon 
the  pollution  of  the  river.  This  method  of  short-circuiting  com- 
plaints, while  it  may  gratify  the  complainers,  does  not  tend  to  ex- 
pedite matters,  nor  does  it  assist  the  Local  Authorities  concerned 
who,  after  all,  should  be  the  best  judges  of  the  different  local  in- 
terests in  connection  with  the  pollutions  and  their  removal. 

Mr  Hamilton’s  report  was  essentially  a repetition  of  reports 
made  by  me  and  former  Medfcal  Officers,  brought  up  to  date.  The 
pollutions  concerning  which  he  recommended  action  being  taken 
and  the  extent  to  which  the  recommendations  have  been  given 
effect  to  may  be  detailed  as  follows: — (1)  Dollar  Burgh  West 
Sewer. — Only  about  4 per  cent,  of  the  total  sewage  of  the  Burgh 
passes  through  this  sewer,  and  signs  of  pollution  from  it  are  us- 
ually noticed  for  only  a few  yards  along  the  ditch  into  which  it 
empties.  There  is  no  evidence  of  pollution  where  the  ditch  enters 
the  Devon.  It  is  recommended  that  the  sewage  be  diverted  on 
to  the  meadow  for  surface  irrigation  before  flowing  into  the  ditch 
during  summer  as  well  as  winter,  and  the  Town  Council  will  doubt- 
less attend  to  this.  (2)  Sewage  from  houses  lying  West  of  Dol- 
lar Burgh  Boundary. — A scheme  for  the  formation  of  a drainage 
district  with  an  outfall  sewer  into  the  Dollar  Burgh  West  Sewer 
has  been  drawn  up  and  is  awaiting  confirmation  by  certain  inter- 
ested parties.  (3)  Coalsnaughton  and  Devonside  Sewage.— The 
question  of  providing  works  for  sewaee  purification  has  been  under 
consideration  bv  the  District  Committee  and  the  Local  Committee. 
A report  with  plans  of  a suitable  scheme  has  been  obtained  from 
Messrs  Carfrae  & Morrison.  C.E..  Edinburgh,  but  has  not  vet 
been  approved  of.  (41  Devonvale  Paper  Mill. — There  is  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  level  to  connect  tho  effluent  to  the  purification 
works  at  the  East  of  Tillicoultrv  Bur«h.  but  the  firm  has  agreed  to 
install  tanks  to  catch  all  polluting  material.  (5)  Devonpark  Mill. 
— The  septic  tank  has  been  repaired  and  the  effluent  conducted 
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out  into  the  stream.  The  tanks  and  filter  for  the  trade  effluent 
have  been  improved  but  are  not  yet  satisfactory,  'the  effluent  has 
been  piped  out  into  mid-stream  and  the  firm  has  promised  to  in- 
crease the  purification  plant  if  the  effluent  cannot  be  dealt  with  by 
the  proposed  Goalsnaughton  and  Devonside  Sewage  Scheme.  (6) 
Tillicoultry  Sewage  Works  (West). — The  question  of  more  careful 
supervision,  with  the  removal  of  sludge  and  the  prevention  of  the 
ffovv  of  crude  sewage  or  tank  liquor  direct  to  the  river,  has  been 
raised  with  the  Town,  Council  who  are  dealing  with  the  matter. 
These  works  are  capable  of  producing  a more  satisfactory  effluent 
if  the  requisite  amount  of  labour  and  supervision  is  given  to  them. 
A shorter  period  of  contact  in  the  tanks  might  improve  matters. 
(7)  J.  & D.  Paton’s  Mill. — Proposals  were  put  forward  by  the 
firm  to  improve  their  purification  works,  but  before  proceeding 
with  them  the  firm  was  asked  to  have  certain  tests  carried  out 
with  a view  to  the  adaption  of  a system  of  purification  suggested 
by  Mr  Ronald,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Board  of  Health.  These 
have  not  yet  been  completed.  (8)  Tillicoultry  Burn. — The  efflu- 
ents from  Middleton  Mill  and  Oak  Mill,  which  flow  into  this  burn 
before  it  reaches  the  Devon  have  been  much  improved  in  the  past 
year  or  two  and  are'  being  kept  under  observation.  The  effluent 
from  Middleton  Mill  is  to  be  connected  to  the  Town  sewer.  (9) 
Coalwashings  from  Devon  Pit.— The  promised  settling  tanks  have 
not  yet  been  installed,  but  excavations  have  been  carried  out  and 
material  for  the  work  is  o nthe  ground.  Two  tanks,  120  feet  long 
by  20  feet  wide  and  3 feet  deep,  with  suitable  baffle  walls  and  ar- 
rangements for  the  removal  of  sludge,  have  been  promised.  (10) 
Howetoun. — Water  closets  have  been  erected  to  replace  the  old 
insanitary  closets  complained  of.  (11)  Alva  Burgh  Sewage. — 
The  Town  Council  have  been  active  in  the  consideration  of  this 
problem.  The  scheme  and  plans  prepared  by  Mr  Copland,  C.E., 
and  various  modifications  of  them  have  been  considered.  The 
question  of  treatment  by  Activated  Sludge  has  also  been  gon<j 
into  and  estimates  of  costs  have  been  obtained  from  a firm  which 
erects  plant  for  the  purpose  while  a visit  has  been  paid  to  an  in- 
stallation, now  working,  which  is  based  on  a slightly  different  prin- 
ciple. Since;  Mr  Hamilton  s report  was  received,  several  special 
meetings  have  been  held  on  the  subject  and  a good  deal  of  ground 
has  been  explored,,  but  no  definite  decision  has  been  arrived  at. 
(12)  Glenochil  Distillery. — Some  improvement  has  been  effected 
m the  working  of  the  large  underground  settling  tank,  but  the  pro- 
blem of  the  spent  wash  is  still  unsolved.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
some  change  in  the  methods  of  producing  yeast  at  the  Dist.illerv  is 
probable  in  the  near  future  it  has  been  agreed  to  await  the  change 
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before  furtlier  action  is  taken  so  that  the  resuit  upon  the  spent 
wash  may  be  noted.  (13)  Menstrie  Sewage  Works.— The  Local 
Committee  have  had  the  tanks  cleaned  and  certain  repairs  carried 
out  so  that  a ’satisfactory  effluent  is  now  obtained.  (14)  Tullibody 
Sewage  Works. — These  have  been  put  in  order  and  are  working 
satisfactorily.  (15)  Cambus  Sewage  and  Distillery  Effluent. — 
Pipes  have  been  laid  conducting  these  pollutions  well  out  into  the 
bed  of  the  tidal  portion  of  the  River  Devon. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that,  while  some  of  the  lesser 
pollutions  have  been  remedied,  we  are  still  at  the  stage  of  pro- 
posed schemes  and  promised  action  in  the  case  of  the  grosser  pol- 
lutions. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL. 

The  County  Combination  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  has 
been  fully  described  in  previous  reports.  The  Hospital  is  in  a 
very  satisfactory  condition. 

Dr  Fergusson,  the  Medical  Superintendent,  has  supplied  me 
with  the  following  particulars  regarding  admissions  to  Hospital 
during  1926: — Scarlet  Fever,  202;  Diphtheria,  40;  Erysipelas,  1; 
Acute  Primary  Pneumonia,  11 ; Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  1 ; Total 
255. 

The  following  cases  died  in  hospital : — Diphtheria,  1 ; Scarlet 
Fever,  6.  The  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  died  from  Con- 
genital Debility. 

The  question  of  increasing  the  accommodation  of  the  Hospital 
as  recommended  on  page  10  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1921,  has 
been  brought  before  the  Committee  again  by  the  actual  practical 
difficulties  referred  to  occurring  during  the  year.  The  Com- 
mittee is  dealing  with  the  matter  and  plans  for  a new  Sectional 
Pavilion  have  been  provisionally  approved. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  was  fully  reported  upon  in  the  reports 
of  1920  and  1921.  It  is  regularly  inspected  and  kept  ready  for 
the  reception  of  patients  on  short  notice. 

A new  Motor  Ambulance  Van  has  been  obtained  and  is 
proving  its  many  advantages  over  the  old  horse  drawn  vehicle. 

DISINFECTION  AND  PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

The  means  available  for  disinfection  were  fully  detailed  in  the 
report  for  1920  and  are  still  in  operation. 

The  usual  measures  of  notification,  isolation,  disinfection  and 
control  of  contracts  were  carried  out.  During  epidemics  schools 
were  visited  and  classes  of  children  were  examined  where  any 
suspicion  of  infection  being  spread  in  the  school  arose.  Head- 
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masters  were  advised  us  to  the  best  methods  of  dealing  with  out- 
breaks and  the  elass  rooms  were  disinfected  as  required. 

A number  of  contacts  were  connected  with  food  supplies  and 
they  were  kept  off  work  for  a period  of  quarantine. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Dysentery,  etc.) 
REGULATIONS  (Scotland),  1919. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Infectious  Disease  Carriers) 
REGULATIONS  (Scotland),  1921. 

Arrangements  for  the  isolation  of  “carriers”  are  made  at  the 
County  Fever  Hospital.  Since  the  regulations  came  into  force,  a 
few  carriers  of  diphtheria  have  been  dealt  with,  but  none  were 
notified  during  1926.  17  cases  of  Pneumonia  and  1 of  Influenzal 

Pneumonia  were  notified,  11  of  which  were  treated  in  the  County 
Fever  Hospital. 

The  advantage  of  having  beds  available  in  the  Fever  Hospital 
for  the  treatment  of  Pneumonia  is  considerable  and  many  of  the 
cases  successfully  treated  there  would  have  had  little  chance  of 
recovery  in  their  own  homes.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  noti- 
fication of  pneumonia  is  not  as  fully  carried  out  as  it  should  be. 
Perhaps  the  nomenclature  used  in  the  Regulations  is  partly  respon- 
sible for  this.  Some  practitioners  notify  broncho-pneumonia  and 
others  don’t.  Fiven  during  influenza  epidemics,  some  avoid  the 
term  influenzal  pneumonia  and  certify  deaths  as  broncho-pneu- 
monia (with  or  without  influenza)  and  these  cases  are  not  notified 
as  a rule.  The  Regulations  might  be  amended  to  clear  up  these 
points. 

TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  arrangements  made  by  the  County'  Joint  V.D.  Com- 
mittee with  the  Stirlingshire  Joint  V.D.  Committee  whereby  the 
Clinic  of  the  latter  Committee,  adjoining  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary, 
is  made  available  for  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  from  this  County 
still  continue  as  formerly. 

During  the  year  ending  15tli  May,  1926,  16  cases  attended  the 
Clinic  for  the  first  time  from  Clackmannan.  The  total  attend- 
ances of  Clackmannanshire  patients  were  408,  while  40  microsco- 
pic examinations,  26  blood  tests  and  164  injections  of  Salvarsan 
substitutes  and  73  of  vaccine  were  required  for  these  patients. 

A number  of  patients  in  poor  circumstances  had  fheir  train 
fares  paid  to  Stirling  to  enable  them  to  carry  out  the  treatment. 
This  was  arranged  for  at  ihe  office  of  the  M.O.H.,  County  Build- 
ings, Alloa,  where  information  and  advice  as  to  treatment  can  be 
obtained  with  due  respect  to  privacy. 

Negotiations  for  the  provision  of  new  Clinics  in  connection 


with  the  new  Infirmaries  at  present  being  built  at  Stirling  and 
Falkirk  are  well  advanced. 

CONTROL  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Full  details  of  the  administrative  control  of  Tuberculosis  were 
published  in  the  Annual  Reports  of  1922  and  1923. 

As  regards  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  38  cases  were  notified  as 
compared  with  a yeaidy  average  of  40.2  for  the  previous  five  years, 
while  the  deaths  of  cases  under  observation  numbered  18  compared 
with  a yearly  average  of  23.6  for  the  previous  five  years.

As  regards  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  8 cases  were  noti- 
fied during  the  year,  as  compared  with  16  the  previous  year.  De- 
tails will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  Re- 
turns and  Table  XIII.  Six  cases  died  during  the  year  and  12  cases 
were  known  in  the  County  still  suffering  from  the  disease  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

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Of  these  cases  the  treatment  of  3 at  Sanatoria,  7 in  Hospital 
and  19  at  their  own  homes  was  continued  from  last  year.  there 
were  3 cases  in  Sanatoria,  8 in  Hospital  and  23  in  receipt  of  domi- 
ciliary treatment  at  the  end  of  1926. 

Fifteen  cases  were  treated  at  Ochils  lliils  Sanatorium,  while 
one  other  case  was  treated  privately  at  a Sanatorium.  Nineteen 
cases  were  treated  at  the  Tuberculosis  Pavilion  at  the  County 
Fever  Hospital,  of  which  12  were  admitted  during  1926.  'lhr<  e 
of  these  19  cases  suffered  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
Three  others  were  treated  in  General  Hospitals  by  operation  for 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  Tuberculosis  Committee,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Scottish  Board  of  Health  agreed  to  erect  other 
two  sleeping  shelters  at  the  Pavilion  as  the  two  already  erected 
have  proved  of  great  service. 

In  his  capacity  as  Tuberculosis  Officer  the  M.O.H.  paid  296 
visits  to  patients,  and  had  444  attendances  of  patients  at  his  Office, 
compared  with  130  visits  and  322  consultations  last  year. 

The  District  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  paid  888  visits  to 
cases  of  Tuberculosis,  made  up  as  follows : — County  District,  305; 
Alloa,  366 ; Alva,  42 ; Tillicoulry,  168 ; Dollar,  7. 

SCHEME  OF  MATERNITY  SERVICE  AND  CHILD 

WELFARE. 

This  has  been  fully  detailed  in  previous  reports.  The  Central 
Committee  for  Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  deals  with  the  Scheme 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  and  the  Mid- 
wives  (Scotland)  Act  so  far  as  they  concern  the  District  Committee 
and  the  Town  Councils  of  Alloa,  Alva  and  Tillicoultry.  Dollar 
Town  Council  has  a separate  scheme. 

On  30th  December,  1925,  the  Board  issued  a Form  of  Statis- 
tics to  be  furnished  annually  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  The  figures  given  below  relate  to  the  Central 
Committee’s  Scheme,  while,  in  order  to  avoid  the  necessitv  of  fur- 
ther printing,  the  figures  relating  to  the  Dollar  Scheme  are  shown 
in  brackets.

G.  Voluntary  Health  Visitor’s  Report: — 

There  is  only  one  Voluntary  Health  Visitor.  She 
made  visits  in  Tullibody  and  Cambus.  A number  of 
ladies  gave  voluntary  assistance  at  the  Welfare  Centres 
and  Alloa  Day  Nursery.  Without  their  valued  help 
the  work  could  not  be  earned  on  except  by  increasing 
the  staff. 


7,  8,  9 and  23.  Welfare  Centres  are  established  at  Alloa, 
Alva  and  Tillicoultry,  at  each  of  which  a meeting  is  held  once  a 
week.  A doctor  attends  for  1 to  1£  hours  twice  each  month  at  the 
Alloa  Centre  and  once  each  month  at  Alva  and  Tillicoultry  Centres, 
when  ante-natal,  post-natal  and  childwelfare  consultations  are 
held.  At  the  other  meetings  Health  Talks  and  Sewing  and  Cook- 
ery Demonstrations  are  arranged  to  form  a course  on  Mothercraft. 
The  attendances  at  the  Welfare  Centres  were  as  follows  : —

THE  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (Scotland)  ACTS. 

All  the  official  machinery  required  for  the  administration  of 
these  Acts  is  now  in  operation.  Bye-laws,  Regulations  and  cer- 
tain resolutions  under  the  Acts  have  been  made  uniform  and  have 
been  adopted  by  all  Local  Authorities  in  the  County,  and  the 
Board  of  Health  have  approved  of  them.  The  supervision,  in- 
spection and  the  keeping  of  registers  of  all  Dairies  are  in  charge  of 
tne  Sanitary  Inspectors  so  far  as  premises  are  concerned  and  in 
charge  of  the  Veterinary  Inspectors  so  far  as  the  animals  are  con- 
cerned, while  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  exercises  a general 
supervision  over  the  whole  administration  of  the  Acts. 

(1).  Arrangements  were  made  by  all  Local  Authorities  for  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  milk  at  the' Royal  Dick  Veterinary 
° During  the  year  20  samples  were  submitted  by  the  Vet- 
erinary Inspector  for  examination  with  the  following  results : 

Containing  Tubercle  Bacilli,  1;  containing  pus  cells  sufficient  to 
indicate  a pathological  condition,  6.  Steps  were  taken  by  the  Vet- 
erinary Inspector  to  stop  the  sale  of  any  milk  with  an  unsatisfac- 
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tory  analysis  and  to  deal  with  the  cows  producing  it  by  slaughter, 
treatment,  or  fattening  for  the  meat  market  as  circumstances  re- 
quired. Samples  were  only  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  if 
clinical  examination  of  the  cows  suggested  that  the  rniJk  might  be 
unfit  for  human  use.  No  samples  were  taken  from  bulk  supplies 
or  as  a routine  measure. 

(2) .  In  one  instance  where  a large  retail  dairy'  in  Alloa  makes 
regular  tests  as  to  the  cleanliness  of  milk  consigned  to  it,  steps 
were  taken  to  have  the  methods  of  milking  improved  at  a farm 
producing  dirty  milk  in  the  County  District.  No  other  action  was 
required  under  Section  4 (8)  of  the  1914  Act.. 

(3) .  No  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  was  traceable  as  being 
spread  by  milk  or  milk  products. 

(4) .  One  dairy  made  application  for  a licence  for  the  sale  of 
Certified  Milk  and  this  has  now  been  granted.  The  herd  was 
cleared  of  all  cows  reacting  to  the  tuberculin  test,  only  eight  out  of 
twenty-three  passing  it  and  being  retained.  It  is  the  intention  of

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD. 

The  usual  inspections  of  meat  and  other  articles  of  food  we™ 
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protection  from  flies  and  dust.  The  provision  of  cold  storage  in 
Butchers’  shops  is  becoming  more  general  and  is  proving  itself  use- 
ful. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  (Scotland),  1924, 
annual  returns  of  the  work  done  are  sent  to  Bocal  Authorities  and 
the  Board  of  Health  by  the  Veterinary  Officer  appointed  as  Meat 
Inspector.  The  M.O.H.  is  also  appointed  a Meat  Inspector  to 
deal  with  urgent  work  when  the  services  of  the  Veterinary  Officer 
cannot  be  obtained. 


LABORATORY. 

Most  of  the  work  is  now  sent  to  the  University  Laboratories  in 
Edinburgh,  but  urgent  specimens  are  examined  by  the  M.O.H.  in 
Alloa,  in  order  to  save  time,  e.g,  at  week-ends  when  delay  in  trans- 
mission by  post  is  unavoidable. 


OTHER  MATTERS. 


The  usual  inspections  were  made  under  the  Rag  Flock  Act, 
all  persons  found  using  rag  flock  being  in  possession  of  the  usual 
certificate  regarding  its  cleanliness  from  the  makers. 

. Arrangements  are  in  force  for  the  supply  of  diphtheria  anti- 
toxin and  anti-tetanic  serum  to  necessitous  cases  free. 


The  Public  Health  (Infantile  Paralysis,  Polio-encephalitis  and 
Encephalitis  Lethargica)  Regulations  (Scotland)  1925,  came  into 
force  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

As  regards  the  arrangements  made  by  the  Board  of  Health 
with  the  Parish  Council  of  Glasgow  for  the  treatment  of  the  after 
effects  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  at  Stobhill  Hospital,  Glasgow 
four  cases  were  sent  for  treatment  (1  from  the  County  District,  2 
rom  Alloa  and  1 from  Alva).

Public  Health  matters  affecting  the  District  in  common  with 
the  Burghs  in  the  County  are  dealt  with  in  the  preceding  section 
of  this  report. 

Water  Supply. — The  main  County  Supply  from  Lossbum 
Reservoir  and  the  Inchna  Bum  No.  2 has  been  satisfactory  as  re- 
gards quantity  for  domestic  purposes  although  complaints  have 
been  made  regarding  the  colour  of  the  water  after  heavy  rains  and 
the  occasional  appearance  of  hair  worms  in  the  supply  pipes. 
There  is  nothing  to  add  to  last  year’s  report  except  that  the  ques- 
tion of  increasing  the  main  piping  and  of  filtration  depends  lazg 
upon  negotiations  which  are  still  proceeding  with  the  Distillers 
Company  Limited  as  regards  the  supply  to  Carsebridge  Distillery. 
The  Coalsnaughton  and  Devonside  Supply  and  the  Keilarsbrae  and 
Hallpark  Supply,  the  leases  of  which  were  approaching  termin- 
ation, were  dealt  with  and  new  leases  have  been  arranged  on  satis- 
factory terms.  It  has  been  agreed  to  disjoin  the  area  within  the 
Burgh  of  Tillicoultry  which  has  hitherto  been  supplied  by  the 
Coalsnaughton  and  Devonside  Water  District  from  that  District. 
The  disjoined  area  will  receive  its  water  supply  from  the  Tillicoul- 
try Burgh  Supply  in  future.  The  water  supplied  from  Alloa  High 
Service  Reservoir  to  Clackmannan  has  all  had  the  advantage  of 
storage  in  Gartmorn  Reservoir  before  delivery  and  is  filtered  at 
Clackmannan.  Some  complaints  of  shortage  at  Duke  Street  and 
the  Carse,  Clackmannan  have  been  rectified  by  laying  new  pipes. 
The  supply  to  Helensfield  is  as  reported  upon  last  year.  The 
water  is  much  clearer  now  as  it  has  all  been  stored  and  the 
pipes  are  now  flushed  regularly,  but  the  supply  cannot  be  consid- 
ered satisfactory  without  filtration.  Some  houses  at  Jellyholm 
which  depended  on  unfiltered  water  from  an  aqueduct  carrying 
compensation  water  have  now  obtained  a connection  from  the  pipe 
taking  filtered  water  to  Alloa.  The  supply  to  Lower  Mains,  Dol- 
lar, has  been  satisfactory.  The  Eastern  portion  of  the  County, 
comprising  Forestmill  and  several  farms,  has  not  a satisfactory 
supply  as,  apart  from  permission  to  carry-  overflow  water  from  the 
private  supply  to  Aitkenhead  Farm,  the  inhabitants  depend  on 
surface  wells  and  raw  river  water,  the  latter  being  unfit  for  drink- 
ing purposes. 

General  Sanitary  Matters. — The  general  sanitary  condition  M 
the  District  is,  on  the  whole,  good.  There  are,  of  course,  certain 
matters  which  could  be  improved  and  these  will  be  dealt  with  as 
opportunity  arises,  but  there  is  nothing  of  an  urgent  nature  requir- 
ing attention  on  the  ground  of  being  insanitary.  As  reported  else- 
where, the  question  of  a sewage  scheme  for  Coalsnaughton  and 
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Devonside  is  under  consideration  and  some  trouble  with  the  drains 
at  Tullibody  has  received  attention.  The  question  of  sewage 
schemes  at  Tullibody,  Fishcross  and  S'auchio  Village  will  require 
consideration  in  due  course  as  the  demand  for  more  water  closets 
increases,  but  meantime  the  dry  pail  system  is  carefully  scavenged 
and  works  fairly  satisfactorily.  The  old  insanitary  privy  middens 
are  practically  abolished  from  all  villages  and  the  number  of  diy 
closets  still  remaining  where  a water  carriage  system  is  available 
has  been  reduced  to  36.  All  nuisances  found  and  reported  were 
dealt  with  satisfactorily  under  the  supervision  of  Mr  Scott,  Sani- 
tary Inspector.  As  regards  the  remarks  in  my  last  Annual  Report 
upon  the  repair  of  roadways  in  villages  not  scheduled  as  highways, 
a great  improvement  has  been  effected  by  repairs  carried  out  at 
Duke  Street,  Clackmannan,  and  Delph  Road,  Tullibody.  The 
scavenging  of  the  District  is,  on  the  whole,  carefully  conducted. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. — Eleven  inspections  of 
factories,  38  of  workshops,  and  26  of  work-places  were  made. 
Only  4 defects  were  found,  being  nuisances  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts,  namely,  want  of  cleanliness.  The  defects  were  re- 
medied. A tabular  statement  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Home 
Office,  the  Scottish  Board  of  Health,  and  the  District  Committee. 

Housing  — (1)  Sufficiency  of  Working  Class  Dwellinqs.— The 

original  Housing  Scheme  under  the  1919  Act  consists  of  76  houses. 
The  new  Scheme  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act, 
1924,  consisting  of  28  three-roomed  and  40  two-roomed  houses, 
u as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  10  houses  were  complet- 
ed and  occupied  during  the  year. The  remaining  58  were  under  con- 
struction at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  number  of  houses  erected  by 
private  enterprise  and  for  which  a subsidy  was  claimed  is  now  11, 

2 of  which  were  erected  during  1926.  Other  two  were  under  con- 
st) uction  at  the  end  of  the  year.  There  is  still  a definite  shortage 
ot  working  class  dwellings  in  the  district,  estimated  at  110  on  31st 
December,  1926.  To  meet  this,  58  houses  were  under  construction 
on  that  date  and  a further  scheme  of  32  houses  has  been  approved 
of  since  the  end  of  the  vear. 


(2)  The  Habitability  of  Existing  dwellings. — Under  the 
Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  1910,  101 

dwelling  houses  were  inspected,  of  which  15  were  considered 
to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Of  these,  14  were  remedied 
without  the  making  of  closing  orders  or  action  under  Section  3 (1) 
of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1925.  Thirty-five  notices  were 
given  as  to  insufficient  water-closet  accommodation.  The  require- 
ments were  complied  with  in  10  cases,  while  25  cases  were  pend- 
ing a the  end  of  the  year.  No  houses  of  one  apartment  or  two 
apartments  were  erected  during  the  year. 

The  standard  of  repair  of  many  of  the  houses  is  far  from 
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satisfactory.  Some  of  them  could  not  be  repaired  while  tenanted 
and  the  owners  are  very  loath  to  spend  money  on  the  repair  of  old 
property.  Closing  orders  seem  to  be  the  only  solution,  but  the 
tenants  cannot  get  other  houses,  nor  would  many  of  them  be 
willing  to  pay  the  rents  required  for  good  houses  if  they  were  avail- 
able. (3)  There  are  no  schemes  under  consideration  or  contem- 
plated for  the  improvement  of  insanitary  areas  under  Part  II.  of 
the  Act  of  1925.  (4)  No  eases  of  serious  overcrowding  had  to  be 

dealt  with.  In  a few  instances  people  were  warned  against  keep- 
ing lodgers,  causing  overcrowding,  and  the  conditions  were  reme- 
died. 


The  Slaughter-Houses  were  regularly  inspected  and  found  sat- 
isfactory as  a rule.  Warning  as  to  more  careful  cleansing  of  im- 
plements and  tables  had  to  be  given  at  times. 

Infectious  Diseases. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  71 
compared  with  64  last  year,  85  in  1924,  and  98  in  1923.  Particu- 
lars will  be  found  in  Table  II.  of  the  Appendix. 

Vital  Statistics. — The  birth-rate  was  19.4  per  1000  population 
compared  with  20.9  for  Scotland.  There  has  been  a general  fall 
m the  birth-rate  since  1920.  The  illegitimate  birth-rate  per  100 
total  births  was  4.8  compared  with  6.9  for  Scotland.  The  death- 
rate  was  10.2  compared  with  13.0  for  Scotland.  The  infantile 
death-rate  was  38  compared  with  83  for  Scotland.  The  death- 
rates  from  tuberculosis  and  the  principal  epidemic  diseases  are 
lower  than  the  same  rates  for  Scotland.  Details  of  the  various 
ra  es  y1  ke  found  in  Table  I.  of  the  Appendix.  Of  the  ">08  child 
ren  whose  births  were  registered,  10  were  illegitimate  101  «-,r 
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indicated  that  the  filtration  was  not  so  highly  efficient  as  formerly 
and  steps  were  taken  to  have  certain  repairs  carried  out,  filters 
cleaned  and  extra  sand  obtained,  and  in  this  way  the  desired  im- 
provement was  secured.  Owing  to  the  new  housing  schemes  m the 
higher  part  of  the  town  it  is  obvious  that  the  filtration  area  at  the 
High  Service  Works  will  have  to  be  increased.  Since  the  end  of 
the  year  this  has  been  approved  of  and  the  work  is  proceeding. 
Some  improvement  could  be  effected  by  the  purchase  of  a strip 
of  ground  along  the  upper  aqueduct  at  Forestmill  and  the  better 
protection  of  the  aqueduct  at  this  point  from  surface  drainage.  The 
question  of  piping  the  effluent  from  the  Saline  District  Sewage 
Works,  together  with  its  storm  overflow,  on  to  land  further  down 
stream  or  past  the  intake  to  the  Water  Works  at  Forestmill,  while 
it  is  not  urgent,  is  worth  keeping  before  the  Town  Council  for  future 
action. 


General  Sanitary  Matters.— These  matters  have  been  very 
fully  gone  into  by  Mr  Robert  Cairns,  Sanitary  Inspector,  in  his  first 
Annual  Report,  so  that  there  is  nothing  which  1 can  add  except  to 
compliment  him  upon  the  thoroughness  of  his  Report. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901—101  inspections  of  factor- 
ies, workshops  and  work-places  were  made  by  the  Medical  Officer 
and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff.  11  defects  were  found, 
all  being  nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  and  all  of  them 
were  remedied.  A tabular  statement  has  been  forwarded  to  the 
Home  Office,  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Town  Council. 

Housing.  (1)  Sufficiency  of  Working  Class  Dwellings.— 
there  is  still  a very  definite  shortage  of  suitable  houses  for  the 
working  classes  and  a great  many  people  visit  me  asking  to  have 
their  housing  problems  solved  for  them.  During  the  year  36 
houses  were  completed  and  occupied  in  the  Insanitary  Area 
Scheme,  thus  completing  the  scheme  of  52  houses.  In  addition 
12  two-roomed  and  20  three-roomed  houses  were  completed  in  the 
new  Tullibody  Road  Scheme.  Last  year  I estimated  that  fully  200 
new  houses  were  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  town  at  31st 
December,  1925.  Although  52  houses  have  since  been  added  I 
estimate  that  about  200  additional  houses  arc  still  required  as  the 
housing  difficulties  have  been  accentuated  by  failure  of  the  owner  of 
the  hutments  (used  as  temporary  dwellings)  to  keep  them  in  reas- 
onable repair,  and  many  of  them  will  require  to  be  closed  before 
they  would  have  been  if  they  had  been  kept  in  repair.  There 
are  still  88  houses  under  construction  in  the  Tullibody  Road 
joau16’  S°  an°fher  scheme  about  the  same  size  (say 

a e.  hoJises)  wouId  he  required  unless  a scheme  similar  to  the 
Ashley  Terrace  (Inasnitary  Area  Scheme)  could  be  carried  through 
and  thus  partly  relieve  the  shortage..  (2)  Habitability 


of  Existing  Dwellings. — Under  the  Housing  (Inspection 

of  District)  Regulations,  1910,  248  houses  were  inspec- 

ted. Of  these  27  were  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
Altogether  30  notices  were  served  under  section  3 (1)  of  the  1925 
Act,  with  the  result  that  9 houses  were  rendered  fit  for  habitation 
and  in  21  cases  closing  orders  were  deemed  to  have  become  opera- 
tive in  terms  of  Section  3 (1).  Intimations  were  given  under 
Section  246  of  the  Burgh  Police  (Scotland)  Act,  1892,  as  to  in- 
sufficient water  closet  accommodation  at  13  properties  comprising 
126  dwellings.  The  requirements  were  complied  with  at  one 
property  compi’ising  6 dwellings  and  the  remaining  cases  are  still 
pending.  Notices  regarding  the  provision  of  water  supply  to 
houses  were  also  given  in  respect  of  the  above  12  properties  (120 
dwellings)  and  the  cases  are  still  pending.  The  Town  Council 
gave  consent  to  the  erection  of  28  two-roomed  houses  in  the  Tulli- 
body Road  Housing  Scheme.  (3)  There  is  no  scheme  under  con- 
sideration under  Part  II.  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1925. 
(4)  A number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  were  dealt  with  as  well 
as  circumstances  would  permit. 

The  Saughter- House  has  been  regularly  inspected  and  found 
in  good  order  and  ^ell-conducted.  Its  extension  and  the  pro- 
vision of  cold  storage  are  still  matters  for  consideration. 

Port  Sanitary  Authority. — No  work  was  inquired  during  the 
year  regarding  “suspected”  or  “infected”  ships. 

Infectious  Diseases. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  185 
compared  with  100  in  1925,  137  in  1924  and  105  in  1923.  Particu- 
lars will  be  found  in  Table  III.  of  the  Appendix. 

Vital  Statistics. — Details  of  the  principal  rates  will  be  found 
in  Table  I.  of  the  Appendix.  The  birth-rate  was  20.1  compared 
with  20.9  for  Scotland.  The  illegitimate  birth-rate  per  100  total 
births  was  4.1  compared  with  6.9  for  Scotland.  The  death-rate 
was  14.3  compared  with  13.0  for  Scotland.  The  infantile  death- 
rate  was  104  compared  with  83  for  Scotland.  The  death-rate  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  0.53  compared  with  0.69  for  Scotland, 
while  the  corresponding  rates  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  0.22  and  0.30.  The  death-rate  from  the  principal  epidemic 
diseases  is  0.98  compared  with  0.63  for  Scotland.  Of  the  268 
children  whose  births  were  registered  11  were  illegitimate,  while 
141  were  males  and  127  were  females.  Thei*e  were  190  deaths, 
103  of  males  and  87  of  females.  Of  these,  40  were  of  children  un- 
der 5 years ^of  age  (28  of  them  under  1 year)  and  63  were  of  per- 
sons  over  65  years  of  age.  leaving  87  (or  45.7  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths)  of  persons  who  died  between  (he  ages  of  5 and  65  vears 
Hie  principal  causes  of  death  were Heart  Disease,  25:  Apop- 
lexy, 34;  Malignant  Tumours,  25;  Tuberculosis,  10;  Violent 


Dentils,  7;  Bronchitis,  0;  Pneumonia,  9 ; Diphtheria,  5;  Whooping 
Cough,  4;  Scarlet  Fever,  3;  influenza,  4;  Diseases  of  early  infancy, 
15;  and  Disease  or  Accident  connected  with  child-birth,  0.

Public  Health  matters  affecting  the  Burgh  in  common  with 
other  parts  of  the  County  have  been  dealt  with  in  the  first  Section 
of  thisReport  under  the  heading  “Clackmannanshire. 

General  Matters. — Regular  inspections  were  made  by  me  em- 
bracing the  water  supply,  drainage,  scavenging  arrangements, 
bakehouses,  slaughter-houses,  butchers'  shops,  ice-cream  shops, 
dairies  and  workshops.  These  inspections  satisfied  me  that  the 
general  samtation  of  the  Burgh  was  good  and  was  well  supervised 
by  the  sanitary  staff.  As  usual  a number  of  nuisances  were  dealt 
with  during  the  year  and  some  improvement  as  regards  removal  of 
middens  and  dry  closets  were  effected.  As  reported  in  the  sec- 
tion of  this  Report  dealing  with  pollution  of  rivers,  the  Town 
Council  has  had  the  question  of  sewage  purification  under  careful 
consideration  and  it  is  hoped  that  a scheme  will  be  decided  upon 
as  a result  of  its  deliberations  and  enquiries.  The  facilities  for 
recreation  and  sport  which  have  been  developed  under  the  guid- 
ance of  the  Town  Council  have  continued  to  be  popular  with 
townspeople  and  holidaymakers  alike  and  are  to  be  commended. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — Thirty-seven  inspections  of  fac- 
tories, 19  of  workshops  and  7 of  workplaces  were  made.  No  written 
notices  or  prosecutions  were  required.  Only  one  defect,  namely, 
want  of  cleanliness,  was  found,  and  was  remedied.  Twenty-eight 
outworkers  were  engaged  in  making  shawl  fringes.  Their  homes 
were  kept  under  observation  as  regards  suitability  for  the  work. 

Housing.— (1)  Sufficiency  of  Working  Class  Dwellings.— The 

original  state-aided  housing  scheme  consisted  of  40  houses,  which 
have  now  been  occupied  for  several  years.  Approval  of  a second 
scheme  consisting  of  thirty  houses  (10  two-roomed  and  14  three- 
roomed)  was  given  during  the  year  by  the  Board  of  Health  and 
the  work  of  erection  was  commenced.  Although  none  were  occu- 
pied by  the  end  of  the  year,  good  progress  was  being  made.  In 
last  year’s  Report  I estimated  that  60  houses  were  required  at  31st 
December,  1925,  to  adequately  meet  the  needs  of  the  town.  The 
same  estimate  may  be  given  as  regards  the  number  required  at 
31st  December,  1926,  and  the  Town  Council  will  be  able,  when 
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dealing  with  applications  for  the  >_»/  new  nouscs,  to  determine  what 
tile  demand  tor  sucli  houses  really  is.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the 
class  ol  tenants  for  whom  housing  assistance  is  most  required, 
not  able  to  pay  the  rents  required  tor  the  new  houses.  (2j  The 
Habitability  or  Existing  Dwellings.— Under  the  11 
tion  of  Districts)  liegulations,  1910,  51  houses  were  inspected,  of 
which  7 were  classed  as  unfit  tor  habitation.  In  0 ot  these  the  de- 
fects were  remedied  without  the  making  of  closing  orders,  while 
in  one  a closing  order  became  operative  under  Section  3 (1;  of  the 
Act  of  1925.  Intimation  was  given  as  to  insufficient  water  closet 
accommodation  in  14  cases,  in  3 of  which  the  requirements  were 
complied  with  by  owners,  lhe  usual  defects  found  were  damp- 
ness and  disrepair  in  oid  property.  (3)  No  schemes  are  contem- 
plated under  Part  11.  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1925.  (4) 

No  cases  of  serious  overcrowding  were  brought  to  my  notice. 

Infectious  Diseases. — The  total  number  of  cases  notified 
28,  compared  with  31  last  year,  74  in  1924.  and  11  in  1923.  Full 
details  will  be  found  in  Table  IV.  of  the  Appendix. 

Vital  Statistics. — The  various  rates  are  detailed  in  Table  I.  of 
the  Appendix.  The  birth-rate  was  22.7  compared  with  20.9  for 
Scotland.  The  illegitimate  birth-rate  per  100  total  births  was  7.9 
compared  with  6.9  for  Scotland.  The  death-rate  was  14.6  com- 
pared with  13.0  for  S'cotland.  The  infantile  death-rate  was  67 
compared  with  83  for  Scotland.  The  death-rate  from  pulmonarv 
tuberculosis  was  1.02  compared  with  0.69  for  Scotland,  while  the 
corresponding  rates  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  0.00 
and  0.30.  The  epidemic  disease  death-rate  was  0.00  compared 
with  0.63  for  Scotland.  Of  the  89  children  whose  births  were  re- 
gistered, 7 were  illegitimate,  while  49  were  males  and  40  were  fe- 
males. There,  were  57  deaths,  22  of  males  and  35  of  females.  Of 
these  6 were  of  children  under  5 years  of  age  (all  of  them  under  1 
yeai*)  and  27  were  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  leaving  24  (or 
only  42.1  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths)  of  persons  who  died  be- 
tween 5 and  65  years  of  age.  The  principal  causes  of  death  were : 
Heart  Disease,  6;  Apoplexy,  6;  Malignant  Tumours.  9;  Tubercul- 
osis, 4;  Pneumonia,  1;  Diseases  of  early  infancy,  4;  Disease  or 
Accident  connected  with  child-birth,  2.  * 


Burgh  of  Tillicoultry. 

Several  matters  relating  to  the  Public  Health  of  the  Burgh  in 
common  with  other  parts  of  the  County  are  dealt  with  in  the  first 
section  of  this  Iteport  under  the  heading  “Clackmannanshire.” 


General  Mailers. — Regular  monthly  inspections  were  carried 
out  by  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  and  were  supplemented 
by  occasional  inspections  by  me,  embracing  the  water  supply, 
drainage,  scavenging  arrangements,  dairies,  bakehouses,  shops 
selling  tood,  the  slaughter-house,  factories  and  workshops,  houses 
and  the  sewage  purincation  works.  These  inspections  showed 
that  the  standard  of  sanitation  in  the  13urgh  was  good  and  was 
carefully  attended  to  by  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector.  Under 
his  advice  and  direction  several  minor  improvements  have  been 
carried  out.  As  reported  elsewhere  in  connection  with  river  pol- 
lution there  has  been  a distinct  improvement  in  the  purity  of  Til- 
licoultry Burn  and  this  should  be  further  improved  when  the 
drains  from  Middleton  Mill  are  connected  with  the  Burgh  Sewers. 
It  is  also  hoped  that  improvement  will  result  when  the  settling- 
ponds  promised  at  Devonvale  paper  finishing  works  are  construct- 
ed. Since  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  have  been  made  to 
disjoin  the  water  supply  to  Moss  Road  from  the  Coalsnaughton 
and  Devonside  Water  District  and  to  connect  it  to  the  Burgh  Sup- 
ply. It  is  considered  that  this  arrangement  will  lead  to  a steadier 
pressure  being  kept  in  the  Moss  Road  district  and  that  complaints 
of  shortage  of  water  at  times  will  cease.  The  scheme  carried  out 
by  the  Town  Council  for  the  provision  of  easy  access  to  Tillicoul- 
try Glen  and  the  making  of  pathways  and  bridges  to  open  up  its 
natural  beauties  to  the  public  has  proved  a decided  success  from 
many  points  of  view.  It  will  form  an  attractive  pleasure  ground 
for  inhabitants  and  visitors,  where  health-giving  exercise,  to  suit 
the  physique  of  all,  can  be  obtained  under  exceptionally  fine  con- 
ditions of  invigorating  air  and  grand  scenery. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — Thirty-nine  inspections  of  fac- 
tories, 43  of  workshops  and  4 of  workplaces  were  made,  but  no 
written  notices  or  prosecutions  were  required.  Thirteen  defects 
were  found  and  remedied,  namely,  want  of  cleanliness  and  other 
nuisances.  No  outworkers  were  employed  during  the  year. 

Housing. — (1)  and  (2)  The  Sufficiency  and  Habitability  of 
Working  Class  Dwellings. — The  original  Housing  Scheme  under 
the  1919  Act  consisted  of  30  houses  and  the  second  scheme  under 
the  1924  Act  consisted  of  20  houses.  Experience  has  shown  that, 
while  all  these  houses  have  been  occupied,  the  demand  for  them 
has  been  to  a considerable  extent  from  people  working  outside  the 
Burgh.  The  rents  are  too  high  for  the  people  in  Tillicoultry  who 
are  most  in  need  of  improved  housing  conditions.  Enquiries  as 
to  overcrowding  have  shown  that  while  there  are  a number  of 
border-line  cases  there  are  none  where  legal  proceedings  would  be 
likely  to  be  successful.  There  are  a number  of  old  properties  in 
the  town,  notably  in  Primrose  Place  and  Union  Street,  which  re- 
quire a good  deal  of  repair  to  render  them  fit  for  habitaiion,  while 
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a few  are  not  worth  repairing  and  should  be  closed.  Fhe 
dispossessed  tenants  could  not  pay  the  rents  of  the  new  town 
Council  houses  so  that  the  problem  of  how  to  house  them  is  diibcuit 
to  solve.  1 can  only  repeat  that  I estimate  that  other  20  houses 
were  still  required  at  31st  December,  1926,  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  Burgh  and  1 know  no  way  of  them  being  likely  to  materialise 
unless  the  Town  Council  builds  them.  At  the  same  time  the 
Town  Council  should  be  in  a position  to  know,  from  the  applica- 
tions received  for  the  houses  recently  erected  by  them,  whether 
there  is  any  probability  of  new  houses  being  occupied  by  inhabi- 
tants of  the  Burgh,  thus  freeing  their  former  houses  for  the  use  of 
tenants  from  insanitary  property.  (3)  No  schemes  are  contem- 
plated under  Part  II.  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1925.  (4) 

No  cases  of  serious  overcrowding  were  discovered  or  brought  to  my 
notice. 

Infectious  Diseases. — The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was 
30  compared  with  13  last  year,  32  in  1924  and  23  in  1923.  Particu- 
lars will  be  found  in  Table  V.  of  the  Appendix. 

Vital  Statistics. — The  birth  rate  wras  18.1  compared  with  that 
of  20.9  for  Scotland,  and  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  per  100  total 
births  was  3.6  compared  wdth  6.9  f orScotland.  The  death-rate 
was  11.5  compared  with  13.0  for  Scotland.  The  infantile  death- 
rate  was  91  compared  wtih  83  for  Scotland.  The  death-rate  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  tvas  0.99  compared  with  0.69  for  Scotland, 
while  the  corresponding  rates  for  Non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
0.00  and  0.30.  The  death-rate  from  the  principal  epidemic 
diseases  was  0.00,  compared  with  0.63  for  Scotland.  Of  the  55 
children  whose  births  were  registered,  2 w-ere  illegitimate,  28  were 
males  and  27  were  females.  There  wrere  35  deaths,  16  of  males 
and  19  of  females.  Of  these  5 were  children  under  5 years  of  age 
(all  of  them  under  1 year),  and  15  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age, 
leaving  15  (or  42.8  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths)  of  persons  who  died 
between  the  ages  of  5 and  65  years.  The  principal  causes  of  death 
were: — Heart  Disease,  4;  Apoplexy,  4;  Malignant  Tumours,  4; 
Tuberculosis,  3 ;Bronchitis,  2;  Influenza,  3;  Pneumonia  2;  Disease 
or  accident  connected  with  child-birth,  0. 


Burgh  of  Dollar. 


In  the  first  section  of  this  report  will  be  found  details  of  Pub- 
lic Health  matters  which  affect  the  Burgh  in  common  with  other 
parts  of  the  County. 
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General  Matters. — The  alterations  on  the  wator  works  were 
fully  reported  upon  last  year  and  they  have  proved  very  satisfac- 
tory. There  appears  to  be  a considerable  leak  somewhere  in  the 
service  mains,  however,  and  this  had  not  been  located  by  the  end 
of  the  year.  flhe  drainage  w*as  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of 
that  from  a group  of  houses  at  Prospect  Place  where  a great  deal 
of  trouble  has  been  experienced.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  have 
the  defects  remedied.  The  scavenging  in  the  town  appears  to  be 
well  conducted,  but  a few  complaints  have  been  received  by  me 
regarding  the  condition  of  the  refuse  coup  on  Tillicoultry  Road, 
'file  rats  there  were  dealt  with  by  an  application  of  the  Cyanogas 
method  of  rat  destruction  of  which  a successful  public  demonstra- 
tion was  given.  More  attention  might  be  given  by  the  Burgh 
workmen  to  tidying  the  coup  by  burning  papers  ancl  top-dressing 
with  earth.  The  usual  inspections  of  dairies,  bake-houses, 
butchers’  shops  and  the  slaughter-house  were  made  and,  on  tile 
whole,  the  conditions  found  were  satisfactory. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — Seventeen  inspections  of  work- 
shops and  workplaces  were  made.  No  defects  weie  found. 

Housing. — The  Sufficiency  and  Habitability  of  Working  Class 
Dwellings.— The  original  state  aided  housing  scheme  comprising 
•M  houses  has  been  fully  occupied  since  it  was  completed, 
but  it  has  not  been  occupied  by  the  class  of  people 
whose  housing  conditions  are  most  in  need  of  improvement.  It 
would  probably  be  easy  to  get  more  of  such  houses  let  to  good 
working  class  families  from  other  districts  where  housing  is  limited, 
but  not  easy  to  get  local  people  in  old  property  in  a state  of  disre- 
pair to  pay  the  rents  demanded.  1 estimate  that  at  least  12  houses 
were  required  at  31st  December,  1926,  to  adequately  meet  the 
needs  of  the  town.  This  would  allow  for  the  closure  of  6 or  8 
houses  and  also  for  the  accommodation  of  families  living  in  houses 
too  small  for  them  or  in  furnished  apartments  because  they  cannot 
obtain  a house.  At  least  eight  houses  should  be  of  2 rooms,  with 
a rent  as  low  as  possible,  for  the  accommodation  of  local  families 
at  present  unsuitably  housed.  Under  the  Housing  (Inspection 
of  District)  Regulations,  1910,  13  houses  were  inspected  and  1 was 
found  unfit  for  habitation.  It  was  rendered  fit  without  a closing 
order  being  passed  under  Section  3 (1)  of  the  Housing  (Scotland) 
Act,  1925.  (3)  There  were  no  schemes  considered  under  I art 

II  of  the  Act  of  1925.  (4)  No  cases  of  overcrowding  were 

brought  to  my  notice. 

Maternity  Service  and  Child  Welfare.— The  figures  and  statis- 
tics relating  to  the  scheme  administered  by  Dollar  Town  Council 
have  been  included  (in  brackets)  with  those  of  the  Central  Com- 
mittee’s scheme,  reported  upon  in  the  first  part  of  this  report

Infectious  Diseases.— The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was 
22  compared  with  5 last  year,  14  in  1924  and  111  in  1923.  Details 
will  be  found  in  Table  VI.  of  the  Appendix. 

Vital  Statistics. — The  birth-rate  was  11.9  compared  with  20.9 
for  S'cotand.  The  death-rate  was  15.7  compared  with  13.0  for 
Scot  and,  but  when  corrected  for  transfers  and  adjusted  for  age  and 
sex  distribution  it  was  only  12.2.  The  infantile  death-rate  was  53 
compared  with  83  for  Scotland.  There  were  no  deaths  from  tub- 
erculosis and  only  one  from  epidemic  diseases.  Of  the  19  children 
whose  births  were  registered,  10  were  males  and  9 were  females. 
Three  were  illegitimate.  Of  the  25  persons  who  died,  13  were 
males  and  12  females.  One  was  under  5 years  of  age  and  16  were 
over  65  years  of  age,  leaving  8 (or  32  per  cent.)  between  the  ages  of 
5 and  65.  The  principal  causes  of  death  were  : — Heart  Disease,  3 ;
